Among Your Editor’s numerous and countless avocations and obligations is his duty, as Treasurer, for over a 
quarter century, to and with the Vallejo Model Railroad Club, of which he is one of the remaining still active Charter 
Members, too.

FREMONT COIN CLUB First, Your Editor apologizes to the Fremont Coin Club for 
missing its August 12, 2003 meeting and not speaking on ‘Personalizing Your Collections’, however, a 
flat tire repair replacement, particularly as the tire is a strange size and type, precluded his attendance. 
Apology Expressed. Second, hopefully, his ‘Counting Us’ at the Club’s earlier July 15, 2003 meeting 
counterbalanced this absence. This ‘Counting Us’ found among the attending twenty-seven (27) members 
there was a total of seven hundred forty-seven (747) years of numismatic involvement, with “two had 
sixty-nine (69) years each and three (3) were infants with just three month’s numismatic involvement”.

Step 
pattern 1938 Five Cent, PHIL PLETTNER, 1813 Isle of Man Large Penny, EARL VANDEBURGH, 
1947 Mint Set, MERLE DAVIS, Mercury Dimes with “many Dimes in his set were full split bands”, and 
JAMES OBLER, Franklin, Walking Liberty, and Kennedy Halves “that he gotten in change or searching 
through half dollar rolls which he got from the local banks”.

These minted in various sizes and shapes, from iyynd ‘to triangular to square, of 
brass and were stamped the tax date and district in which these had been toyed. The British South Africa 


Company started this practice to secure manual labor from the native peoples on the farms and in the 
mines the British were exploiting...as a hidden method of making the natives subject to work in order to 
pay the yearly ‘hut tax’”.

Coins, with “a full set of toned Peace Dollars” that ‘“‘were toned on both sides”, LUCKY LARRY, Error 
Coins, GLENN COLEMAN, Buffalo Nickels Set, HOWARD JACOBS, Morgan Dollar Set, save only 
the 1895P, along with some other complete sets, TIM SPIERSCH, Washington Quarters and Isle of Man, 
CHARLES CATLETT, two collections: British Coins for each monarch ‘since William the First and 
Twelve Medals Featuring the Twelve Israelite Tribes, FRANK VILLALON, United States Three Cent 
Nickels, “all in MS65 or better”, FRANK VILLALON, United States Nickel. Three Cents, “all in MS 65”, 
and MERLE AVILA, United States Dimes from 1794-1837. At this same meeting, Redwood Empire 
Coin Club Life Member #1, MICHAEL S. TURRINI, spoke and shared his ‘World War IT Home Front’, 
with an extensive display of American home front memorabilia: “he brought numerous items from the 
time and related what life in the States was like back then.
